00 1 R (10 3 S' by an Act passed in the second and third years 
of his late gracious Majesty King William the Fourth, 
intituled, “ An Act to amend the Representation of the People of 
Ireland,” it was among other things enacted, that whenever in any 
5 one barony or half barony of the county, or in any county of a city 
or county of a town, or in any borough, the number of registered 
Voters appearing by the books of the Clerk of the Peace capable of 
voting at any election for the same shall exceed Six hundred Voters, 
it shall and may be lawful for the Returning Officer or Officers, and 
to he and they were thereby required to provide two or more polling- 
places for such barony or half barony, or for such county of a city 
or county of a town or borough, and to make such a division or 
divisions of the Voters, according to the first letter of their names, 
that it should not be necessary for more than Six hundred Voters to 
15 poll in any one place of polling, but so as not to divide the names 
beginning with the same letter of the alphabet ; and that it should 
and might be lawful for the Returning Officer or Officers, and he 
and they were thereby required to provide as many new places of 
polling as might be necessary for the purpose, and to appoint as many 
ao . additional Deputies and Poll Clerks as should be necessary to take 
the poll in such additional places of polling, not exceeding one 
Deputy and one Poll Clerk for every such place of polling :

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And whereas the number of names of Voters in one barony or 
half barony, or in a county of a city or county of a town or bo- 
rough, beginning' with the same letter of the alphabet, may exceed 
Six hundred, and it is expedient that not more than Six hundred 
Voters should be required to poll in any one place oi polling';

AND whereas it was by said recited Act also enacted, that all 
Freemen, Freeholders, and persons who by reason of any corporate 
or other right were then by law entitled to vote at the election of 
a Member or Members to serve in Parliament for any city, 25 
town or borough, and all persons who by reason of birth, mart 
riage or service, or of any statute then in force, should be at any 
time thereafter admitted to their freedom in any city, town or 
borough sending a Member or Members to Parliament, should 
afters u ch registration as is directed by the said Act, but so long 30 
only as they should reside within the said city, town or bo- 
rough, or within Seven statute Miles of the usual place of 
election therein, have and enjoy such right of voting as fully and 
in like manner as if the said recited Act had not passed: And 
whereas, notwithstanding the last above, recited, provisions of the -said 35 
Act, persons claiming to be registered as Voters, as Freemen of cities, 
towns, boroughs, counties of cities or counties of towns, have been 
admitted to be registered as Freemen .under said Act, notwith- 
standing that they did not at the time of such registration reside 
in such city, town or borough, or within Seven statute Miles of the 40 
usual place of election therein, and notwithstanding that they did not 
take the entire oath prescribed by said Act in the Schedule C. (No. 9.) 
thereto annexed ; BE it therefore Declared and Enacted, That no 

Freeman 
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Freeman or person claiming to be a Freeman of any city, town or 
borough, or of any county of a city or county of a town, shall be 
deemed or taken to have been duly registered under the said recited 
Act, unless he shall at the time of bis being registered have taken 
5 the Oath set forth in the Schedule C. (No. 9.) to said recited Act 
annexed, without omitting the part thereof which states that the 
person swearing is, and for the last SLv Months has been, a resident 
within the said city, town, borough, county of a city or county of 
a town, or within Seven statute Miles of the usual place of election 
therein; and that no certificate of registry of a Freeman shall be 
deemed a valid certificate of such registration, so as to entitle such 
Freeman to vote at any election for a Member or Members of 
Parliament, unless it shall state that such Freeman was duly 
registered as a Voter for the said city, town or borough, county of 
a city or county of a town, as the case may be, in right of his 
being a resident Freeman, pursuant to the form of certificate pre- 
scribed by the Schedule 1). (No. 3.) to this Act annexed, 
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
